Those comparisons are dangerous 
which, in some. stock-selling  liter- 
ature, appear in statistical column 
form to show the growth to $1,000,- 
000 achieved by $500, originally put 
into the Ford Company, and from 
six to a score other companies grown 
large through small beginnings. 

Most of these representations of 
miraculous increases are not found- 
ed in fact. An original $500 invest- 
ed in the Bell Telephone Company, 
for example, is not now worth $1,- 
000,500, ag 4 comparison table much 
used ‘in current promotion literature 
states. Such figures are deceptive 
for the fol!owing reasons: 

1. No account is taken of the fect 
that $500 invested in a small com- 
pany which has prospered greatly, 
was one-fiftieth only of the capital 
which started the business in a 
careful way, and that good manage- 
ment and fortuitious circumstances 
over a long period of years did the 
rest. 

2. The $500 which you may put 
into a promotional oil company, in- 
vention or manufacturing company. 
with a capital stock of millions of 
shares priced at 10¢ or $1.00 a share, 
would constitute only a _ one-thous- 
andth or a ten-thousandth interest. 

3. In such a highly capitalized 
scheme, probably between 25 per 
cent and 60 per cent—and even much 
less—of your money will get into the 
treasury of the company for actual 
property, equipment, operation, etc. 

4. There is no assurance that the 
prosperity of the Bell Telephone, the 
Ford car, the Mergenthaler Lino- 
type and similar enterprises will at- 
tach to the oil scheme, motor car 
company, or other industrial venture 
in which you are urged, by promise 
of huge returns, to put your savings. 
Rather should such inferences put 
you strongly on your guard and re- 
mind you that men and methods, 
more than money, make for remark- 
able business earnings.
